and increases in the standing army 
to bring its strength to 180.000 at 
once. 
The report also recommended an 
additional guard of 210.000 with 
48 paid armory drills a year, big­ 
ger air service and a naval auxili­ 
ary of merchant ships. 
Still another point in the report 
adopted was the recommendation 
that not one cubic foot of helium 
gas be sold to any foreign nation 
nor be allowed to be exported for 
any reason. The committee recom­ 
mended that control of helium gas 
be placed In charge of the war 
department. 
Oppose Growth of ‘lama’ 
Helium gas is non-inflammable 
and is used in army and navy dir- 
gibles. 
The German ship Hinden- 
burg. w*hich was destroyed by fire 
at Lakehurst May 6 last, used hy­ 
drogen which made it an easy prey 
to flames.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23. — The 
war department disclosed details 
today of the long-proposed water­ 
way from Lake Erie to the Ohio 
river canal, which district and divi­ 
sion army engineers recommended 
at an estimated cost of $179,000,000. 
Heavy shipments of iron from 
the lake regions could pass over 
the route to the Youngstown and 
Pittsburgh steel centers, as well as 
coal cargoes in the opposite direc­ 
tion. The approved plan. Lieut. Col. 
R. A. Wheeler of the army en­ 
gineers said, would permit vessels 
of nine-foot draught 
to 
use 
the 
canal. 
The favorable report came for a 
110-mile route joining the lake a 
few miles west of Ashtabula, 
in 
northeastern Ohio, and the river 
terminus near Beaver. Pa. 
Board’s Report Awaited 
While congress already has auth­ 
orized the canal, subject to ap­ 
proval of the board of engineers 
for rivers and harbors, funds have 
not been appropriated. Army en­ 
gineers said the board would make 
“a thorough engineering and eco­ 
nomic’’ study of the report from the 


field before a final report to con-4 
gress. 
The plans proposes 14 locka. 
eight on the Ohio river side of the 
canal’s summit and six on the Lake 
Erie side. 
The course 
from thp 
Ohio river would be over the Beav­ 
er river in Pennsylvania, thence to

through a reservoir and ditch con­ 
necting with the Grand river. 
Vessels would make a net climb 
of 109 feet from the lake to the 
river, Wheeler said, since the ele­ 
vation at Lake Earle is 573 feet 
and at the Ohio river 682 feet.

Khree-day Judicial conference held 
annually at the Supreme Court. 
The proceedings are secret, but the 
chief Justice will tssue a statement 
next week. 
The conference usually recom­ 
mends the appointment of addition* 
a1 judges in some of th* circuit 
and district courts wher* conges­ 
tion is found. 
Recent legislation passed by con­ 
gress 
to provide, 
among other 
things, for • direct appeals to the

That law was enacted after de­ 
feat of President Roosevelt’s pro­ 
posal to add additional justices to 
the Supreme Court if those over 
70 did not retire.

vestigate the difficulty scientists 
have in convincing them of the 
wisdom of buying material* which 
return 298.6 percent on the invest­ 
ment each year for three years, 
asserts Prof. lf. J. Salter, agrono­ 
mist at Ohio S tate university. 
Professor Salter refers to money 
spent for lime as the investm ent 
which is avoided by a great many 
Ohio farm ers when the spending 
would really bring them an excel­ 
lent profit. He bases his estim ate 
of a 298.6 percent return on the In­ 
vestm ent yearly from experimen­ 
tal work performed at W ooster 
during the past nine years. 
“With a th reey ear rotation of 
corn, small grains and hay, an in­ 
vestment of $5.13 in lime increas­ 
ed the value of the crops harvest­ 
ed during the three years by $64.” 
he said. “This was no get-rich- 
quick scheme where the promotor 
went away with the principal after 
paying high Interest for a short 
time, because, at Wooster, we re- 
celvetf back the original $5.13 as 
well as interest of nearly 300 per­ 
cent per year.” 
Not all Ohio farm ers are failing 
to invest money in lime as there 
were about 300,000 tons applied to 
soils in this state in 1936, but Pro­ 
fessor Salter declared th at tonnage 
is only about one-seventh of the 
amount actually needed here each 
year. 
The high returns from the use of 
lime occur because alfalfa and clov­ 
er can be grown on acid land only 
after enough lime is applied. 
Alfalfa, clover, and other legumes 
can take nitrogen from the air and 
store it in their roots so it be­ 
comes available for the use of crops 
which follow the legume. This addi­ 
tional nitrogen boosts the yields 
of corn and small grains and the 
additional bushels together with 
an increased amount of bay com­ 
prise the 298.6 percent profit each 
year on the investm ent In lime. 
Returns from 
applications of 
lime will not be as high on some 
soils as were obtained at Wooster 
but Professor Salter declared that 
nearly three-fourths of Ohio’s farm j 
lands would pay good returns on 
money spent to lime them. 
He 
says farm ers should have the soil 
tested for acidity before the lime 
is applied, and all county agricul­ 
tural agents can supply infroma- 
tion about such tests.

HE traveling blacksmith i* a product of the 
automobile age. says The New York Sun. Hts 
patron can telephone him and make an appointment 
as he would do with a dentist. It bas become more 
practicable to bring the smithy to tha horse than to 
take the horse to the smithy. Otis Tomlinson of Jer­ 
seyville. 111., puts his forge, anvil, hammers, knives 
and stock of shoes on a truck and takes the outfit 
to any barn or back yard indicated iii a telephone 
message. For IO years Henry A. Schlereth has fol­ 
lowed his trade through Missouri and southern Illi­ 
nois with a forge on wheels. He commenced in 192(5 
when customers in St. Louis fell away. On the road 
he makes a comfortable living for his family; he is 
confident that some demand for his services will 
continue. He drives about 75 miles a d;<y, pausing 
at intervals to shoe show and saddle horses, and 
seldom uses his smithy in St. Lonis.

Literally dozens of 
biographies and such like fall week­ 
ly from the presses—none more fan­ 
tastic. to be sure, than "He Did Not 
Die at Meyerling," by a mysterious 
gentleman called *‘R" and Henry 
Lanier. 
"R” is presumably the son of the 
Archduke Rudolf, who presumably 
died in the 80’s, in com pany/with 
the 
woman 
presumably hts mis­ 
tress. the Baroness Vetsera. 
But 
“R” says this is not so. 
"R” says that Rudolf, in his anx­ 
iety to deliver the Austro-Hungar­ 
ian army from its incompetent com­ 
manders, had compromised himself 
with “John O rth” and some others. 
Technically Rudolf was 
guilty of 
high treason, "R” says, and there­ 
fore the Emperor Franz Joseph de­ 
manded that he renounce hts right 
of succession, a stop that of course 
meant the ruin of the helpful ca­ 
reer Rudolf had planned. 
Thwarted, Rudolf planned to dis­ 
appear. 
This was difficult for a 
crown prince but was arranged with 
the help of a certain American doc­ 
tor and some Austrian associates. 
The doctor obtained a body, and 
after shooting it in the face with a 
shotgun, managed to make it resem­ 
ble Rudolf. 
Vetsera died because,

N 1821 E ast Liverpool waa a mud hoi* peopled by six famine* and 
two bachelor*. Second *tre#t wa* a narrow path bordered by a few 
house*, a store and tavern. Mall had to ba brought In frosh Calcutta. 
Beaver Bridge or Wellsville. The only time a boat landed wa* when 
the w ater was high. It wa* a deaolata, forgotten little Battlement on 
a bench of land above the O hio*--------------------------------------------------- 
river. 
One day the news that th* In­ 
dustries a t Cleveland were seeking 
a abort turn pike route to the river 
filtered into the settlement. Th* 
informant told them the road wa* 
certain to com* as far as Lisbon. 
from there It would go either to 
W ell’* Landing (W ellsville) Liver­ 
pool or Smith's Ferry. The inhabi­ 
tants were excited. The conversa­ 
tion of the village was chiefly about 
the new road and the benefit the 
settlem ent would receive lf the 
cholo* fell on Liverpool. Each one 
of the ham lets wanted to be the 
site for the port as it would mean 
prosperity for the village selected. 
Gather At Tav#rn 
One night late in the fall of 1821, 
tbs men of Liverpool and IU sur­ 
rounding farms gathered at Smith’s 
tavern at the foot of Market stre e t ( 
Th* road commissioners were there 
to report on the new project. After 
the meeting had been called to 
order, a county commissioner rose 


took a long drink from the stone 
mug on the table beside him. 
“Fellow cltliens," he began a bit 
pompously. “We. the commissioners 
ar# hare to report. First we m int 
tell you that W ell’s Landing has 
the best low water harbor, but Liv­ 
erpool has the right sit* for an up 
and coming river p o rt Therefore 
the selection for our new state 
road from Lisbon to the river fall* 
on Liverpool." Ha paused as a buzz 
of excited voices interrupted hi* 
speech. “But." he held up his hand 
for silence, "You m ust furnish a 
bond backed by the signatures of 
16 free holders. Today is Tuesday. 
That bond must be signed and de­ 
livered to us by Thursday noon." 
Benches and stools were knocked 
awry aa the excited men gathered 
in groups to discus* this new angle. 
Th* outcome of the meeting was 
the appointment of John Bough, a 
farm er from Little Beaver Creek, 
to get the signatures. 
The next morning Mr. Bough 
saddled his horse and started out 
slowly to his fe et In the flickering on his thankless Job. Every signer 
candle light the small group of had to be cajoled into placing his 
bearded men threw queer shapes 
and profiles against the rough log 
walls. He cleared his throat, then 


signature on the bond. Some refus­ 
ed to see the im portance of a road 
connecting Cleveland with the Ohio 


river. They were reluctant to bind 
themselves to build the road.

Farm er Destroys Document 
Several hour* later Mr. Bough 
was awakened by a voice railing to 
hint outside bls cabin. Holding a 
candle high above his head he went 
to the door. In the yard stood one 
of the bond signers. 
“Hello Bill. What do you want?" 
he demanded Impatiently. 
“John, I want to see that bond 
again. I ain’t sure I put my mark 
in the right place,” replied the 
visitor. 
Grumbling under his breath, Mr. 
Bough took the paper from the box 
and handed it to his caller. The 
man walked across the room to the 
fir* place and threw the paper, 
representing the opportunity LH. 
erpool needed, into the blase. 
Mr. 
Bough, with a cry of alarm, leaped 
forward but It was too late. The 
bond had crumpled into ashes. He 
turned wrathfully to the man. 
“Have you lost your mind?" his 
voice was thick with rage. 
“No," answered the other man. 
“I got to thinkin’ about it. Them 
fellows that signed it don't know 
what they’re doin.’ I had to save— 
them and myself from ruin.”

The next day. at noon, when t h e ^ 
m essenger arrived from Mr. Bough 
telling of the destroyed bond, the 
cltisens of the village were horri­ 
fied.

Eaton from Wellsville were ready 
for the emergency and presented 
their signed bond. The road w ent 
to 'Wellsville and In two years the 
property value of that settlem ent 
was more than doubled, and W ells­ 
ville became the leading port for 
grain and wool In the upper Ohio 
valley.

acopic speck, a woodtick which is 
given a tremendously 
big 
name, 
“Dermacentor 
A nderson!” 
This 
tick undoubtedly carries the germ 
or virus responsible for the discase, 
transm itted to man by contact. 
This insect is usually active dur­ 
ing the months 
from 
March 
to 
June, but it is not unheard of at 
ether times of the year. It is found 
in waste spaces and uncultivated 
lands. It is especially common on 
the range and in certain wooded 
sections of the country. 
Destroy Tick 
To prevent the spread of spotted 
fever it is necessary to destroy the 
tick. Infected cattle should be dip­ 
ped in or sprayed with a suitable 
antiseptic. Of course, this measure 
of safety is all too often neglected 
until the disease bas made itself 
known through its human victims. 
The patient first 
complains 
of 
slight headache, fever 
and 
chilli­ 
ness. Severe pain 
occurs 
in 
the 
muscles, bones and joints. This is 
especially intense in the back and 
head. 
On the third to the fifth day of 
the attack, a skin 
rash 
appears. 
This quickly spreads and may In­ 
volve the entire body. Due to small 
hemorrhages into its structure, the 
skin has a mottled appearance. 
In a severe case there may be 
great restlessness and loss of sleep. 
Delirium and unconsciousness some­ 
times occur. These are bad signs. 
In most instances the fever drops 
gradually and In about three weeks 
the patient appears 
pretty 
com­ 
fortable. At about this time peeling 
of the skin occurs. 
Sections of the country known to 
be infested with the tick should be 
avoided if 
possible. 
Those 
who 
must work in those areas should 
be dressed and protected against 
the menace of this pest. If the tick 
is found on the skin, it should be 
carefully removed. Never crush it 
on the skin.

"There are now 111 billion Insur­ 
ance dollars In action In the United 
States,’* Karl W. Gero told mem­ 
bers of tho Lions club Wednesday 
night in the Y.M.C.A. 
Taking as bis subject "Insurance 
Dollars In Action,” Mr. Gero said 
there are 300 companies doing an 
Insurance business In the country, 
with 16 of them billion dollar enter­ 
prises. 
He revealed most of the money 
now disbursed in insurance claims 
went to living beneficiaries. Death 
claims exacted only one-third a* 
much in 1936, he said. 
Trust Funds Explained 
He also explained how different 
estates and policies are set up to 
pay benefits over a period of time, 
and how money from policies has 
been used to help widows and their 
families. 
Then Mr. Gefh told how the 
funds held by the company are In­ 
vested and used. His company, he 
said, maintains a welfare depart­ 
ment and provides free nursing 
to many small policy holders to 
protect them and the company. 
These nurses are constantly engag­ 
ed In health education and general 
health work In conjunction with 
other agencies to ald policy holders. 
He 
described 
the 
Cincinnati 
Union terminal, which he had visit­ 
ed recently, and told how his com­ 
pany had Invested more than a 
million dollars In the building. He 
also said that the company was 
always Interested In investing its 
fundi In slum clearance projects, 
and had done so both In Akron and 
Youngstown. 
New Members Sought 
Tbs total Investment by his com­ 
pany In Ohio Is $173,438,921, being 
divided among mortgages on farm 
property and other property, real 
estate, policy loans and premium 
notes, state, county and municipal 
bonds, railroad and public utility 
bonds and stocks and other bonds 
and stocks.

in their own homes, are also "good 
bets.” 
"The poorlest bet of all,” accord­ 
ing to the department, "la the girl 
who, after finishing school, stays 
at home with 
no 
responsibility 
either in the home, or on a Job, or 
In a community.” 
Future husbands were also dis­ 
cussed by the department. 
Husbands with a record of regu­ 
lar employment and a lively Inter­ 
est In their jobs are one and one- 
half times more likely to have a 
well adjusted marriage. 
Those who earn at least $150 a 
month at the time of marriage 
have 
slightly*better chances of 
success In marriage. 
Husbands who have saved between 
$500 and 1.000 at the Ump of mar­ 
riage are better bets than those 
with no savings. More Important, 
however, than the actual amount 
saved is a consistent policy of sav­ 
ing. 
Husbands and wives with simi­ 
lar 
social 
and 
cultural 
back­ 
grounds are more likely to be more 
successful In marriage, while those 
who participate In organized com­ 
munity life seem more likely to 
succeed. 
Developed hobbies and Interests 
help make a marriage successful.

Clyde Marshall, active In 
both the casting club and Colum­ 
biana County Fish and Game Pro­ 
tective association, terms the re­ 
sults “quite satisfactory" and goes 
on to state that lf measures adopt­ 
ed this year are followed for the 
next couple of years, the county's 
game fish situation will be excel­ 
lent. 
The draining of the hatchery pool 
and aeining of the fish will be done 
Saturday and Sunday, Ort. 2 and S. 
The fish will be placed In large 
cans and transported to various 
vantage points along the three 


forks of Beaver creek, where they 
will be liberated. 
Some of the fish which have not 
attained a good aile will be placed 
in Bull creek And some of the 
smaller streams where they can be 
kept away from the larger flab and 
thug obtain more of an opportunity 
to develop and acclimate them­ 
selves to the more rugged condi­ 
tions of life. 
A shipment, consisting of ap­ 
proximately 500 small mouth baas, 
from the U. S. department of com­ 
merce bureau of fisheries is due 
this Saturday.

SHOULD REFLECT 
AIR OF COMFORT 


Personality Of Occupant Can 


Be Expressed lf Design 


And Color Blend 


Repose, freshness, and comfort, 
together with an element pf the per­ 
sonality of the occupant, should be 
the main characteristics of a well- 
planned bedroom. Let every detail, 
from the wallpaper to the furniture 
itself, express this thought of sleeip 
and rest. A man s room should De 
definitely masculine, a 
w om ans 
feminine . . . and age and personal 
preferences, too should be consider­ 
ed. All of these are important, but 
inspirations of the moment should 
not distract from the theme of re­ 
pose. 
Too frequently, the sleeping guar- 
tees of a home are commonplace 
when a little care would make them 
sparkle with the occupant s person­ 
ality. 
. 
Even the bedroom of moderate 
size can have three distinct groups, 
each affording its share of charm 
and comfort. 
The 
three groups 
should be the sleeping group, the. 
dressing group, and the lounging 
group. 
Night Table and Lamp 
The sleeping group, whether twin 
beds or only one bed is used, should 
never be without its convenient 
night table and lamp. In a larger 
room, a cedar chest or a low- bench 
at the foot of the bed is a pleasing 
touch. Where the table is placed be­ 
tween twin beds, a mirror or picture 
ju st above gives desired height. A 
floor covering of all-over carpeting 
and one or two colorful scatter rugs 
at the side and foot of the bed add 
a homey note. 
The dressing group, with vanity, 
chair, or bench, and dresser or chif­ 
forobe, should he placed close to the 
w-indow, so that the light falls on 
the user’s face—not on the mirror. 
In the young girl's bedroom, dain­ 
ty sim plicity can prevail if a ruffled 
vanity and quaint lam ps are used 
with an appropriately placed mir­ 
ror. 
Provide for 
a 
lounging 
group 
wherever space permits. Nothing 
contributes so much to the utility of 
a bedroom as a chaise lounge in 
which to relax and read in comfort, 
A lounge or com fortable boudoir 
chair or two, with a table for m aga­ 
zines, and a weil-plpaced 
reading 
lamp, can m ake this an especially 
appealing arrangem ent. In the guest 
room this thoughtful touch is sure 
to win appreciation. A decorative 
screen, hanging book-rack. and sew­ 
ing cabinet are other accessories 
suitable for the lounging group. 
Furniture For Youngsters 
The younger 
generation 
appre­ 
ciates a bedroom supplied 
with 
study table and reading lamp, and 
also a capacious chest for the hun­ 
dred and one things young folks ac­ 
cumulate. 
The three-paneled screen serves 
several purposes—it lends height to 
the grouping, adds a pleasing decor­ 
ative note; and protects the lounger 
from unwelcome draughts. 
A judicious use of color in floor, 
walls, and draperies can transform 
an ordinary bedroom into a center 
of charm. Remember that bedroom 
with north and east light tend to 
seem cold and rather drear unless 
warm, lustrous yellow, peach, hen­ 
na. or sim ilar colors ar© employed 
freely. Southern and western ex­ 
posures. which are warm and sun­ 
ny, require the cool blues, 
greens, 
purples and greys. 
In bedrooms 
where light-toned 
furniture is used with dainty cur­ 
tains, light-colored floors are usual­ 
ly preferred. 
Dark walls make a 
room look sm aller, while light walls 
make a room look larger. Neutral 
tones on walls, such as Ivory, tan. 
or buff, are satisfactory since they 
blend in 
nicely with alm ost any 
kind of furniture. 
Tse one large plain rug in a small 
room, rather than several sm aller 
figured ones. The small rugs tend 
to break up the room and make it 
look sm aller. With plain walls use 
figured draperies, and use 
plain 
draperies with figured walls. 
If pictures are used in a room. It 
should be remembered that the hori­ 
zon line of a pirture should be level 
with the eye of a man of average 
height.

If the air la too dry. the wool 
in the pile becomes brittle and 
tends to break. And moat rooraa 
are too dry during the seaaoaa of 
artificial heat. In the plea for prop­ 
e r humidity, therefore, carpet Pa­ 
p e r s 
and 
health 
experts 
Join 
forces. And 
for that matter, so 
do the furniture folk. Moi at ore In 
the air prevents drying dot bf glue 
in the Joininga. 
When your os rpm or rug B ase­ 
man urgea yon to nae a rug cash- 
ion on your floor, he it talking in 
the interest of greater and more 
satisfactory floor covering aervlce. 
Because they tend to lessen th# 
wear of the fabric between foot 
and floor, they not only increase 
com fort and quiet, but definitely 
prolong the life of the fabric. 
Dealfln-Type Urged 
With carpet of light weight and 
open construction, the design type 
of rug m illion should he used, and 
the design portion placed next to 
the floor, the smooth aide nett 
to the oarpet. 
What make* my rug pucker Or 
buckle on damp day*? T hat* a 
query put to many a carpet and 
rug expert. The answer lie* In the 
fact that wool fibres, from their 
very natnre, tend to lengthen when 
exposed to moisture. Laying carpet 
on dry daya. therefore, the exper- 
perienced workman auhmitfl them 
to tension, which prevents pucker­ 
ing from dampness. 
When your rug or oarpet seam s 
to be wearing 
unevenly 
or 
In 
streaks or spots, look to the floor 
beneath. 
Uneven, 
rough 
floors 
cause a lot of carpet trouble, and 
for perfectly obvious reasons. A 
bump or a ridge beneath the wool 
pile covering raises the wood pile 
so that It lh subjected to undue 
wear. Rug cushions help to elim ­ 
inate such trouble, hut will not 
entirely correct it. Smooth, even 
floors, free from Inequalities, make 
rugs wear longer.

In alm ost every home comes the 
day when the housewife (or her 
protesting husband I) goes In for 
exhaustive exercise In rearranging 
the furniture. Possibly It la dohs 
m erely 
because 
she 
has 
grown 
tired of the old arrangem ent, or 
perhaps the first solution to the 
problem didn’t prove satisfactory. 
AU this physical effort may he 
avoided by preparation of a floor 
plan scaled to say one half Inch to 
the foot, or 6 | by ft Inches for a 
room IS by 16 feet. A yardstick or 
tape 
measure may he used 
for 
measuring the size of the room, 
doors, windows and any offsets 
Upon this drawing may he placed 
pieces of cardboard cut to the pro­ 
portions of the pieces of furniture 
in the room. Then a balanced af 
feet 
may he attained, davenport 
against a wall or between windows 
at one side; possibly a table bear­ 
ing a lamp between two chairs at 
the opposite aide, aud an on. Groups 
of furniture are more interesting 
than pieces ^pattered in meaning 
less fashion. Convenience, too, ii a 
factor—end tables at either end of 
tho davenport, for lamps, books, 
a s h t r a y ; an ottoman before the 
lounging chair. Be sure to dim- 
nate the •‘re n te r table’* that folks 
run into unless they detour. 
Large piece# of furniture should 
parallel the, walls of a room, and 
never 
be 
placed 
“cater-corner.’’ 
And 
in 
the rearranging process, 
dispose 
of 
useless 
knickknacks 
which serve no purpose other than 
as dust-catchers. 
Total 
result, 
a 
restful 
room 
where each piece becomes u&etul 
as well as all cacti vc. 
After the chart or paper meets 
your approval, the furniture itself 
may be shifted to (he designated 
spots. It saves much wasted ef­ 
fort! 


The ideal dining room for use by 
the family 
or 
for 
entertaining 
guests, glows with friendly formal­ 
ity. Eating Is more than just con­ 
suming food for nourishment, 
ft 
Is a social event, 
and 
In 
many 
households it Is the only time dur­ 
ing the day the members of the 
family gather together. 
T he dining room may be the aim 
pleat and least expensive of rooms, 
furnished in a quiet, pleasing m an­ 
ner. or it may be an elalwrate, ele­ 
gant and formal place. W hatever 
Its scheme of decoration, it should 
be as pleasant a place as we can 
m ake It. 
It is really Important to 
our health that we consume our 
food 
among 
agreeable surround- 
Ings. 
A 
too 
stimulating 
color 
scheme, a ram pant wall paper or 
a glaring carpet may be the cause 
of irritability. 
We all know that a dining room 
must have a table and chairs. . . 
and a gerver. a buffet or china cab­ 
inet, or all three. We may feel that. 
when wa have plated these pieces 
of furniture in the dining room, in 
about the only arrangement they 
will admit of, we have done our 
duty towards the room and can 
dismiss it from our minds. Anyone 
with such a notion is missing 
a 
great deal of fun, for the dining 
room really responds nobly to a 
little special care and tre a tm e n t 
Avoid Ovsrorowding 
W hile all of na must have aub- 
•tantielly the sam e furniture, there 
is en opportunity for unlimited In­ 
dividuality 
In accessory furnish­ 
ings. fir st of all, let’s not have too 
many ornamanta. After all, th# sur­ 
faces of tho dining room table, the 
buffet and the serving table are 
for uee and they can best be ueed 
when 
they are d eer. Let’* not 
have pieces of furniture in the 
dining room which do not belong 
there. That rooking chair you don’t 
know what Oise to do with should 
ba taken out of the dining room. 
Another place should be found for 
the sewing machine. 
Color is one of the chief means 
to 
bring 
Individuality Into 
the 
dining room. 
Many of us perhaps 
rem em ber when we ell had dingy, 
red dining rooms. We now know 
It Is Important to he surrounded 
by gome 
less 
stimulating color 
when we ere dining. 
Don’t have the 
wall finish so 
commending It fairly iesps off the 
wsll and demands attention. Soft 
toned scenic papers ere almost al­ 
ways a satisfactory wsll treatm ent. 
A plain, neutral tone paper or oth­ 
er wall finish, while not especially 
distinctive, will always provide a 
restful and soothing atmosphere. 
Serviceable Floor Needed 
The dining room floor presents a 
special problem. We want the floor 
attractive*, but it must bp service 
stile. 
A too striking contrast in weave gel its name? 


When Chippendale, Sheraton. Hepplewhite and the 
brothers Adam created thetr m asterpieces of furni­ 
ture craftsmanship, they established a standard of 
beauty that has served aa an fnsplraffou to design­ 
ers ever since. lith Century furntture, scaled to 


meet the requirements of modem rooms end given 
new life by modern adaptations, still ranks as one 
of the most popular furniture periods. Above, a bed­ 
room suite that serves as a lovely exam ple of the 
style. 


the colors used In the pattern is 
to be guarded against. We never 
want the floor to be too couspfcu- 
ons. 
Bold patterns tn black and 
white are to he paeaed over In fa­ 
vor of more subdued ones in light 
and dark grey. 
Another possibility for the dining 
room floor Is the all-over carpet. 
A hero floor and scatter raga it 
not very satisfactory. 
Furniture arrangem ent naturally 
centers around the buffet, or cup­ 
board. 
On either aide of this may 
be placed chairs not In use around 
the labia and above it may he hung 
a m irror 
or 
a 
wall hanging or 
some picture of excellent quality. 
W hatever 
decoration you use on 
the buffet, he en re it la arranged 
carefully and artistically — don’t 
Just put some bowla and Candle- 
stcks, Borne silver or glass pieces 
there and expect them to add any­ 
thing to the appearance of your 
dining room. 
Twin pieces are happily used in 
the dining room. A pair of flip-top 
tables, or a pair of consoles, may 
he used on either aide of a door 
or window with great decorative 
effect. A pair of corner cupboards, 
now being shown so extensively, 
add to the conveniences and beau­ 
ty of the dining room.

these experts discuss 
methods of maintaining wool pile

Dally use of the vacuum cleaner, 
especially where the floor is fre­ 
quently traveled on near an ent­ 
rance from the street, is advised. 
On all surfaces once a week, or 
twice a week on heavily traveled 
areas, a vacuum cleaner should be 
employed. At least a weekly vac­ 
uum cleaning on all areas, It is 
pointed out, rem oves the dust de­ 
posited from the air and assists In 
preventing damage by moths. Such 
cleaning, the book declares, is suf­ 
ficient under ordianry nae. 
After a rug has been cleaned, 
the nap should b s gently brushed 
so that the pile is all left lying in 
the same direction. 
Don’t Shake Rugs 
Shaking of mats or 
rugs 
fre­ 
quently causes broken threads in 
the back and la strongly condemn­ 
ed. 
For periodic: cleaning, the Insti­ 
tute 
advises 
against the use of 
soap solution! or water solutions 
of detergents such as ammonia, 
because of the harmful effects of 
residual fats and the possibility of 
color changes. 
Recognising the fact that quick 
evaporating cleaning fluids are ef­ 
ficient and may be used without 
damage to the fiber or the colors, 
the 
Institute 
warns 
that 
great 
care should be taken in their use 
that the windows are open and the 
room* are well ventilated. 
The 
hasard of fire is reduced by using 
a fresh mixture of 
naphtha and 
carbon 
tetrachloride 
in 
equal 
parts, it dsclares. 
The 
book 
warns 
particularly 
•gainst shampooing the rug or car­ 
pet while on the floor, as tbs Insti­ 
tute believes, there is no method 
of such treatment which adequate­ 
ly cleans the fabric to the base of 
the pile or effectively removes the 
soap and cleaning m aterial after 
cleansing.

Veer From Radical Change 


According To Experts 


This business of selecting new 
furnishings for th© home out of the 
welter of types and designs offered 
for sale can be pretty bewildering. 
How often women have said to 
themselves: “If only I had some 
authoritativ© 
guide 
to 
what 
is 
smart, in good taste and correct . 
Realizing the confusion that ex­ 
ists, the Institute of Carpet Manu­ 
facturers, through its style trend 
council, has set about to analyze 
the changes that take place, season 
by season, in the field of home fur­ 
nishings and to predict the main 
trends for the coming season. 
This council speaks with author­ 
ity, for its membership includes not 
only 
representatives 
from 
the 
American-loomed, wool pile carpet 
and rug industry, but also advisory 
members fjrom the furniture manu­ 
facturers’ associations, the paint 
and lacquer association, the uphol- 
• 


etery and drapery industry, the 
wallpaper institute, and the great 
organizations of furniture and de­ 
partment stores. 
The style trend council’s predic­ 
tions for the coming fall season 
should be immensely encouraging 
to homemakers everywhere. 


Radical Change Out 
“Style developments in home fur­ 
nishings point to subtle refining of 
present trends rather than to radi­ 
cal changes,” says this body of ex­ 
perts. 
“The period and modern 
types of design now widely found 
in all classifications of merchan­ 
dise are undergoing these changes. 
In the upper brackets, certain new 
directions may be seen. 
In goods 
produced for volume consumption 
at popular prices, better taste and 
improved design are to be found 
everywhere.” 
Translated into the homemaker’s 
language, this means that in order 
to bring your home up to date, you 
don’t have to throw out everything 
you have, since current offerings 
will harmonize with the merchan­ 
dise produced during the past few 
years. It means also that the fam 
ily of average means, who must 
watch their budgets closely in buy­ 


ing, can aspire to homes of real 
beauty and distinction. 
The style trend council 
notes 
that the percentage of furniture 
which could be classified as neither 
true modern nor true traditional 
has dropped radically in the furni­ 
ture markets. Today most of the 
furniture 
produced 
falls 
into 
authentic period or modern groups. 
A corresponding improvement in 
design at all price levels can be 
traced in wool pile carpets and 
rugs. 
It is a far cry indeed from 
the first, flashy, modernistic de­ 
signs, the garish Chinese adapta­ 
tions, the limited number of colors 
available in plain broadloom car­ 
pet, to today’s floor fashion picture, 
with its wide variety of fine repro­ 
ductions 
of 
Oriental 
and 
early 
American designs, its fascinating 
developments in texture designs, 
its extensive offerings of myriad 
colors for every conceivable deco­ 
rative scheme. 
In 
decorative 
upholstery 
and 
drapery fabrics and in wallpaper a 
corresponding improvement in de­ 
sign types and most particularly in 
color has been notable in the past 
few seasons. 
The indications for 
fall point to still greater refining 
and development. 
Three Styles Outstanding 
Those three fundamental styles 
which account for the greatest vol­ 
ume in all major branches of home 
furnishings— 18th century, modern 
and early American— will undoubt­ 
edly continue to be the bulwark of 
demand and sales for the coming 
season. 
In the increasingly popular 18th 
century English style, certain pe­ 
riods not recently widely featured 
assume importance. There is great­ 
er interest in Queen Anne and in 
versions of Hepplewhite, Phyfe and 
certain Regency types. 
The Wil­ 
liamsburg restoration has inspired 
a great wave of interest in the truly 
classic 18th century types and in 
colors and design motifs used in 
the beautiful mansions of the south. 
Th# Williamsburg development has 
also stimulated interest in other 
phases of southern colonial. 
Modern appears to be holding its 
own, and is still a major factor in 
lower and medium price brackets. 
The new modern is more conserva­ 
tive and refined in line and propor­ 
tion. 
It is particularly strong In 
bedroom and dining room furniture. 
Modern is also important in spe­ 
cially custom-made furniture. 
More Early Americans 
Styles come and go, but early 
American appears destined to main­ 
tain its cherished position with a 
large part of the population. More 
unusual pieces are now sought out 
for 
reproduction, 
and 
a softer, 
more mellow finish is of increasing 
importance. 
In the higher price field and In

the styles set in motion by decora­ 
tors, certain trends are noted. For 
example: 
1 Style leader stores have begun 
to feature the French 18th century 
styles. -In their more formal, or 
“court” versions, these appeal to 
the same class of consumers who 
have 
been 
espousing 
the 
finer 
English styles—Regency. Sheraton, 
Hepplewhite— and are to some ex­ 
tent used as companion pieces to 
English types. 
In their provincial 
aspects, the French styles offer a 
variant to early American. 
2 Victorian is also receiving pub­ 
lic interest. 
It is not expected to 
reach the heights of elaboration 
and fussiness of the original style, 
however, and is modified and sim­ 
plified to meet present-day stand­ 
ards. 
3 Woods and finishes show ever­ 
growing refinement. Mahogany and 
walnut are especially important in 
18th century types, and in addition 
to bleached and pickled finishes, 
medium and dark transparent, and 
soft 
antique 
finishes 
should 
be 
watched. 
In 
carpets 
and 
rugs, 
texture 
weaves 
continue 
their 
upward 
swing. This spring, both in manu­ 
facturers’ production and in retail­ 
ers’ sales, textures were the larg­ 
est single factor in designed rugs. 
The new line# 
will 
undoubtedly 
bring forth new developments in 
texture— more subtle and ingenious 
than 
those 
heretofore 
produced. 
Persian patterns are regaining lost 
ground and are particularly want­ 
ed in deep 
warm 
red and rose 
grounds, and in designs that defi­ 
nitely 
reproduce 
fine 
imported 
pieces. 
Fewer Bizarre Designs 
Moderns tend to merge with the 
texture types and to show fewer 
of the bizarre, geometric designs. 
Early American hooked types are 
important, though in many rooms 
furnished with early American fur­ 
niture, the newer textures are used. 
Figured carpeting shows signs of 
revived interest. Especially inter­ 
esting are new floral designs, large­ 
ly inspired by Georgian and French 
motifs, which will be particularly 
appropriate to rooms decorated in 
18th century English, southern co­ 
lonial, French and Victorian styles. 
An important development of the 
plain broadloom movement is the 
decided trend towards tw'o-tone, fig­ 
ured carpeting with texture inter­ 
est, rapidly developing in new and 
handsome versions. 
Every great invention or princi­ 
ple introduced has had a far-reach­ 
ing effect upon human traits and 
habits — and modernized heating 
systems are putting new life in the 
basement of the home—a hitherto 
much-to-be-avoided locality. 
Surprising rapidity is attending 
the growth throughout America of 
the 
basement 
recreation 
r o o m , 
“rumpus room,” or playroom for 
the youngsters. And if it is not one 
of these, it may be a workshop, or 
home repair shop, for use by father 
and the boys. Or it may serve as an 
ideal spot for one of the home bars 
so popular for entertainment among 
adults. 
The full sweep of this trend has 
been sensed by furniture dealers 
from coast to coast to whom re­ 
quests have come from hundreds of 
householders for equipment to meet 
the demands of this new room in 
the home. Merchants, as a result, 
are now prepared to meet the re­ 
quirements. Table tennis tables and 
pool tables are among the articles 
sought. 
Nor do the rooms upstairs Buffe 
by the movement, for, with the 
transfer of old furniture pieces to 
the basement, new ones are being 
purchased for the upper rooms.

The living room, being in constant 
use by the entire family, warrant* 
th# greatest apportionment. 
This 
may be broken down thus: 
Floor 
coverings. 20 percent of the amount 
allowed for the living room; furni­ 
ture. 65 percent; draperies, 8 per­ 
cent; accessories, 7 percent. 
65% For Furniture 
For the dining room, 65 percent 
of the sum allotted for furniture; 
20 percent for rug; 8 percent for 
draperies and 7 percent for acces­ 
sories is suggested. 
The same for 
the large bedroom. For the hall. 60 
percent for furniture; 25 percent 
for rug; 
15 percent for window 
treatment and accessories. 
Second 
bedroom, 65 to 75 percent for furni­ 
ture; IO to 20 percent, floor cover­ 
ing; 15 percent draperies, 
These figures must necessarily be 
regarded as elastic, since personal 
taste and 
architectural 
features 
must be considered. However, they 
will serve us ail excellent guide, to 
avoid having one room over-fur­ 
nished and another neglected.

But, for 
the most part, women, at least on 
their first visits, don’t know the 
exact sizes of their rooms. 
“Color, of course, Is all important 
in room decoration. 
And 
women 
many times are pretty vague as to 
what qplors they already have in a 
room and what they should have in 
their floor coverings.

or any break in contour, such, for

She 
knows, down to the inch, the exact 
size of her room and all the irreg­ 
ularities of form. 
“But that’s not all. She will, if 
she is the ideal shopper, brin£ with 
her samples of colors of wall cover­ 
ings, draperies, upholstery. If she 
is unable to bring actual samples of 
materials—and that is a real prob­ 
lem sometimes — she will 
bring 
matching colors so that we have an 
actual complete color picture of the 
room. 
“She will be able to tell us, of 
course, the types of furniture, so 
that the floor coverings may be in 
harmony. And today it is important 
that she bring to the conference an 
open mind as to just what types of 
floor coverings she should have.

Women of taste are particular 
about the fidelity to the originals In 
the furniture they buy. They look 
for fine copies and adaptations of 
Chippendale, Hepplewhlte and Sher­ 
aton and Duncan phyfe furniture; 
they know that antiques from fa­ 
mous American collections are re­ 
produced by modern mefns. 
They 
insist upon true lines and propor­ 
tions, upon fine finish in mahogany 
and walnut, upon 
nice details in 
hardware and ornament. 
Then they follow their imagina­ 
tion and individuality in planning 
walls, choosing floor coverings and 
accessories. 
Of course, it is per­ 
fectly, correct to he true to period 
in furnishing your rooms In every 
detail. But it is more amusing and 


wholly appropriate 
to 
introduce 
some modern feeling. 
By way of example, let us create 
a typical 18th Century interior, with 
this mixed, “new-old” feeling. 
Plan Living Room 
We’ll choose a living room. Here 
furniture consists of reproductions 
of fine old English pieces, a Chip­ 
pendale camel-back soft, wing chair, 
mahogany breakfront bookcase, sev­ 
eral side chairs of Hepplewhlte or 
Sheraton inspiration, a flat-top desk 
in a light mahogany finish.

Here it is gratifying to see that 
they are returning to authentic old 
designs and finishes. Fewer liber­ 
ties are taken with both design 
and finish. Today it is possible to 
find adaptations of fine old Welsh 
dressers, 
poster 
beds, 
stretcher 
base tables, old chests, 
fireside 
chairs and benches, all properly 
scaled to modern rooms, all com­ 
fortable 
according 
to 
modern 
standards, with the soft, aged look 
of hand-finished and hand-rubbed 
originals. 
Having 
chosen 
carefully 
the 
basic essentials of Early American 
rooms, the furniture and floor cov­ 
erings, it is interesting to experi­ 
ment with accessories. Gay Mexi­ 
can pottery and glass are amus­ 
ing-accents in Early American In­ 
teriors; 
simple 
modern 
pottery 
lamp bases look right; so do odd 
pieces of European and American 
modern metal and glass and cer­ 
amics. This friendly style is hos­ 
pitable to many original and gay 
touches. Perhaps that Is one rea­ 
son for its long-lived success as 
one of America's enduring major 
decorative themes. 


The days when curtains had to 
be pulled and shutters drawn to 
protect the "front room carpet" 
are past. thanks to the develop­ 
m ents in the preparation of dyes 
used 
in 
American-loomed, 
wool 
pile carpets. 
Almost without exception, pres­ 
ent-day colorings are fast to the 
degree of sunlight that they re­ 
ceive in the ordinary home. 
It is only the delicate tints, In 
which only a small amount of dye 
is used, thai it still is necessary 
to 
guard 
against 
exposure 
to 
strong sunlight. lr is well to avoid 
use of delicate tints and shades 
of light green and rose taupe In 
rooms in which sunlight is exces­ 
sive. 


DOMINANTSHADE 
IN HOME SHOULD 
PROVIDE BEAUTY 


Rest And Comfort, Too, Can 


Come From Proper Tones 


Of Walls, Fixtures 


By the correct use of color in the 
home, beauty, comfort, repose and 
order may be attained, or these 
may be banished by startling and 
garish combinations. 
The modern home manager ha* 
become “ensemble conscious” not 
only with respect to personal a t­ 
tire* but also in relation to home 
furnishings* Some persons seem s to 
have the happy ability to combine 
colors succeesfully, but certainty 
attends observance of the laws of 
color harmony. Just as in purchas­ 
ing hats, frocks, shoes, hose and 
hags, the aim for home furnishings 
is not necessarily to have them 
match in color, but rather to have 
them harmonize. 
Study Present Furnishings 
Bringing a color scheme out of 
the varied articles in any room 
does not mean all the furnishings 
must be thrown out. Every room 
has rudiment* of a sound color 
scheme and it is possible that by 
eliminating one or two colors, sub­ 
duing one and enhancing another, 
the desired result may be arrived 
at without much expense. 
The easiest way is to start with 
the article which dominate* the 
room from the color standpoint. If 
it be the davenport in the living 
room, note the colors — perhaps 
they are blue, brown, a little green 
and black on a buff background. 
If the blue is the most conspicuous 
color, do not put a large rose chair 
near it. One upholstered In the same 
shade of blue would do for the 
room what a matching blue hat 
and blue purse would do for a 
costume. 
It Is not well, however, to at­ 
tempt a room done in one color 
throughout, a* is possible in wear­ 
ing apparel, since the color of the 
w earer’s eyes, hair and complexion 
enhance a single color scheme in 
dress, and, too. the wearer is fre­ 
quently seen in motion. 
Carry Out Color Scheme 
Hence, the colors of the daven­ 
port should be studied. In addition 
to the blue there was brown, some 
green and buff. The latter shades 
should be more subdued than the 
blue—made less conspicuous even 
though used in greater quantity 
throughout the room. For instance, 
another chair upholstered in brown 
and blue figured material and still 
another done in blue and dull ye!-) 
low stripe*. Yellow is not another 
color, since it is but another shade 
of the brown and buff color family. 
One point to be rem embered— 
color should be distributed about 
the room. Putting some of the 
dominating color in the draperies 
will do th!*--possibly solid blue 
with glass curtain* of light yellow 
or tan beneath them, or the drap­ 
eries may be figured m aterial in 


blue, tan and a dash of dull pink. 
A proper background is essential 
in securing a pleasing effect in up­ 
holstery and draperies. If the latter 
are figured, plain walls are desir­ 
able. Too many figured surfaces in 
a room are confusing and annoy­ 
ing. Plain tan walls and a plain 
dark brown rug would be restful, 
and brown walnut, oak o* mahog­ 
any furniture would be best. Since 
blue is a cool tone, use of pink 
shaded lamps would lend a touch 
of warmth and a vase or bowl of 
deep, rich blue would emphasize 
the dominating color and give the 
room a sm art, spirited appearance. 
Cushion* of dull 
pink, sapphire 
blue, tan and brown could be used 
on the davenport. 
W hatever may be the dominating 
color, the principle is the same. Se­ 
lect harmonizing and contrasting 
colors with which to enhance the 
dominating color; 
distribute the 
color throughout tho room, and a 
color scheme has been achieved.
